Professor Culliton Returns 
From Extended Trip 
Abroad 

rjWAT economic conditions in Great 
Britain and Australia show defin- 
ite signs of improvement' was the as- 
sertion of Professor John Culliton of 
the Department of Economics and 
Political Science who waa interviewed 
by the Daily yesterday afternoon. Pro- 
fessor Culliton recently returned from 
an eighteen- months trip abroad, dur- 
ing which time he visited Australia, 
New Zealand, India, Egypt and Eng- 
land. Granted a leave -of absence by 
the University, he :pent the time In 
travelling and ' doing 'post-graduate 
work, mainly at. the London School of 
Economics. 

Professor Culliton left Montreal in 
May, 1932, for Vancouver. From there 
he. sailed to the Antipodes where he 
spent two months delivering a series 
of lectures on the economic tituatiou 
in Canada. Thence he went to India, 
Egypt, and finally England, where he 
spent some nine months. 

University System 
The Economics professor stated that 
the system uced. In the universities in 
Australia and New Zealand differed 
largely from that in our Canadian 
universities. Examinations, for ex- 
ample, arc. much more frequent than 
they are here, and thus McGill stu- 
dents who complain of their frequency 
here should find some consolation in 
this fact, he added. McGill Unlver- 
he stated, was well-known even 
there. 

Economically, Australia Is largely 
similar to our own Dominion, al- 
though geographically Canada's posi- 
tion is somewhat better. In the East 
the manufacturing elements prevail 
and the:e favour high tariff walls; 
while In the West (just as in Canada) 
agriculture is the main occupation. 
Here Free Trade tendencies prevail. 
There has been quite a big movement 
on lately In West Australia who wishes 
to secede from the Commonwealth; 
this, stated, the ec<momjst,>wa*^ue to 
its more or less state ~ot Isoiatibn, 1 
Ilia Financial 
The main economic ills In Australia 
are largely financial, brought about by 
needless extravagance; however with 
recent changes in the political and 
economic organization of the country, 
its position has been infinitely Im- 
proved and is perhaps even superior 
to Canada. The fact that the recent 
Loan floated in England was a success 
attests the fact that the credit of the 
country from "down under" is still 
considered good. Au:tralia purposely 
depreciated her currency In terms of 
sterling by about 25% and has more or 
less fixed It there; this has given It 
an advantage as far as her export 
trade is concerned 

Prof'esior CùlUton's stay in India 
was abbreviated, but despite the talk 
of riots in Bombay,' he stated . that 
everything, seemed, "quite peaceful," at 
least while he was there. The more 
Intelligent classes pos:ess the more 
radical views and definitely favour 
complete Independence. 

Engl'sh Position Sounder 
The Economics professor then jour- 
neyed to England where for nine 
months he did post-graduate work at 
the London School of Economic; under 
the direction of Professor Robblns. 
Asked concerning the present economic 
position of England he stated that its 
position was much sounder and more 
Improved since It abandoned . the gold 
otandard in September, 1931. This 
condition is also aided by the tariff 
walls set up. ; 

"It is difficult, however," stated the 
economist, "to predict whether this 
recovery is permanent or temporary. 
Time alone will tell." _ 

"Hysterical" Experiment 
"What do the British think; about 
the economic experiment that is be- 
ing conducted in th?. United-Statcç?" 
he was asked. "Hysterical, I should 
say," he replied. "However they are 
watching it very closely 1 and it is pos- 
sible that if.it doés succeed, it will 
be adopted as part of the Labour 
Party's . program." 

"WhaJ; was the British opinion when 
.Preîldent Roosevelt refused', to.stabll- 
ize tho American, dollar In 1 terms of 
sterling and thé franc?" he was' in- 
terrogated. "Disappointed," Jie , an- 
swered,, "but after all many people 
never, expected that the Conference 

would' be a succets any way.'*

— The 'encephalitis 
epidemic this summer locused inter 



1 medical attention on St. Louis, 
and incidentally gave Washington Uni 
verslty Medical School laboratories a 

- special prominence. 
Research work pn the disease has 

«en concentrated there. Two floors 
j ' of the Dispensary Building on Euclid 
j! avenue are being used for pathological 

. • , and medical investigations by unlver- 
} ; sity and visiting scientists. A por- 

:! tion of the Oscar Johhson Instituts 

to given over to epidemiological stud- 
ies of the disease— all the investlga- 
tions of the mosquito as a possible car- 
rier, for Instance, are being done there. 
Experimental animals used in tho re- 
searches, chiefly monkeys, are quar- 
; tered on the roofs of the same two 
/buildings.. ^ 

Inclusion Bodies , 
The most sensational result of the 
. summer's anxiety and work was Dr 

- Margaret Smith's discovery of "inclu- 
Ysioa bodies" in the kidney ceils of 
■"'encephalitis victims. Inclusion bodies 

are small sac-like bodies in the cytop- 
lasm of the cell. Their appearance 
; :' vaijes with different diseases. Their 
^"/significance is unknown. However, 
they, are found only in diseases caused 
by, "filterable viruses," ultrà-mlcro- 
• i scoplc organisms which pass through 
v -porcelain filters. 
'■;.;; ;' Dr. Smith's work therefore points to 
: *,.>a:, virus 'as the cause of the disease, 
though no filtration tests have been 
nade. Before they can be made, it 
viUJbe necessary to have more ma- 
jrlal on hand, and this material can 
_only, be obtained from experimental 
. / animals. A disease very similar to 
human encephalitis has been produced 
in monkeys; This result is termed 
. .. ' "highly encouraging," but it will be 
several months before the two diseases 
are proved- identical. 

Attracted Attention

Council is an unofficial body of health 
officers and workers in medical science, 
whose purpose Is the centralization of 
reports of health officers in the metro- 
politan area in. order to secure co- 
ordinated action in control of epi- 
demics. 

Directs Research 

Dr. Muckenfuss is chairman of the 
Council Committee on Scientific Re- 
search and. is general director of re- 
search by virtue of that position. Serv- 
ing with him are Dr. McCdrdock and 
Dr. Willett, Dr. Zentay is chairman 
of the Committee on Rules and Regu- 
lations, and Dr. Hempelmann is the 
only other University faculty member 
on the committee- 
Others working on .various aspects 
of the problem are Dr. Smith in path- 
ology, Dr. Kenneth L. Burdon and 
Dr; Philip Varney in bacteriology, and 
Dr. E. C. Cowdry in cytology. The 
special ward for encephalitis patients 
at Barnes Hospital is under the super- 
vision of Dr. A. B. . Joens, and Dr 
Hempelmann is in charge of a similar 
ward at Isolation Hospital. 

Only five persons connected wîth tfiï 
University . in any capacity were at- 
tacked by the djsease, and none of 
these \ cases ended fatally. Medical 
School professors deny that any dan- 
ger exists. During the entire course'of 
the epidemic, they, point out, only one 
person per thousand of St. Louis' po- 
pulation suffered -from encephalitis. 
They also cite recent statistics, which 
show a decrease In number of casés in 
the city and suburbs alike.

Exiled Professors 
Will Teach In 
American Colleges 

Ann Arbour, Mich.— At least eigh- 
teen of the many liberal-minded Ger- 
man university professors exiled by 
the Hitler government are to teach 
this year in the United States, 

Three of them— Prof. Otto Stern, 
experimental physicist; Prof. I. Es- 
terman, his" assistant, and Prof. 
Ernst Berl, chemist— are to join the 
faculty of the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology at Pittsburgh, where they 
will divide' their time between teach- 
ing and research. 

Fifteen others, five of who:c names 
arc still withheld to allow them to 
wind up their affairs in Germany 
with as little troubla as. possblè, will 
become members of the faculty of the 
University in Exile of the New School 
of Social Research, to be opened Oct 
1 at Princeton, N.J. 

The New School of Social Research, 
planned to open this year by Dr. Al- 
vln Johnron as an experiment In high- 
er education without athletics and 
other extra-CurrJcular activities, last 
year had signed up Dr. 
famed German scientls 
and outstanding faculty member. 

The new institution's • University in 
Exile was planned this summer when 
it became evident that a large num- 
ber of distinguished German educa- 
tors, /'furloughed" by)- Hitler would be 
available "and could be. banded to- 
gether In one of the most distinguished 
faculties a scholarly student can hope 
to ctudy under. 

Here are ten of the, fifteen who will 
make up this faculty: Prof. Max 
Wertheimer, experimental psychology, 
logic and philosophy; E. Von Horn- 
bostc, musicology, psychology and 
ethnology;; his son, J. Hornboste, 
physics; Frieda ,WunderIIch, econ- 
omics and sociology;; Karl Brandt, 
agricultural economl63;-Emll Lederer, 
labor and social problems; Gerhard 
Colin, public finance; Arthur Pielejr, 
Internatlprial polHi.cs: Hermann 
Kantorowlcsi Jurisprudence, and Edr 
u'ard Helrnapn, economies. 
jtr. Johnson asserted t lia t "the 
University In Exile is not a charitable 
venture," inatmuch. as all of the 
fifteen could have obtained positions 
elsewhere, nearly every one having had 
of fers, of chairs In universities outside 
Germany.

Syracuse, N. Y. — Another word of 
support for birth-control came Sat- 
urday from Dr. Albert E. Wiggam, 
New York journalist! author, lecturer, 
and student of eugenics, who addressed 
a large group of City Club , members 
at their weekly luncheon meeting here. 
-. .After delivering a talk on "What 
:,CivilIzat|on Is Doing to.TJs," Dr. Wlg- 
gàm told in an interview that the In- 
telligent classes in America are stead- 
ily decreasing. "The American, college 
-graduate," he said further, "Is dying 
lout. He is a vanishing species of ani- 
mal. A 'thousand . Harvard or Yale 
.Graduates in six generations, at the 
present birth rate, will have only fifty 
' descendants— hardly enough to make a 
college glee club! But, on the other 
hand, a thousand unskilled laborers 
will have 100,000 descendants. You 
understand," he added, "birth-control 
is working the wrong way."
